4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Vest et al (5,405,004), 
Campbell (4,928,823), Antoniotti et al (4,320,833) or Kaplow et al (4,233,568). 
The disk is recited in the claims as an intended use of the claimed storage 



container. No disk is claimed in combination with the claimed storage container. 
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thus each reference teaches an apparatus that is at least inherently capable of 
storing a disk in the manner claimed, although no disk may be specifically 
mentioned in a particular reference. Additionally, some of the references expressly 
teach that a disk can be accommodated or retained in some container as set forth in 
the statements of intended use in the claims. Note Antoniotti at Fig 1, for example. 
It would also have been obvious in view of any of the noted references to construct 
the product recited in the claims at bar, for the purpose of providing a more user 
friendly product.
